Upland College 
Becin Drive For 
Finances Here 


Residents of Upland and Ontario 
are being asked to cooperate in 
the further expansion of Upland 
ecllege through financial assist- 
ance, according to a letter being 
sent to “friends of the college.” 

Sum of $75,000 is being sought 
throughout the “supporting con- 
stituency and friends’. This 
amount will be used to liquidate 
all indebtedness and complete the 
present expansion program, in- 
cluding landscaping. 

A solicitaticn committee will 
make personal contacts and all 
interested persons who are not 
contacted may send contributions 
to Alvin C. Burkholder, chairman 
of the college’s executive commit- 
tee and director of public rela- 
tions. 

As to its financial part in the 
community at present, Upland col- 
lege is paying approximately 
$2,500 a year in taxes and has a 
monthly payroll of $5,000, accord- 
ing to Mr. Burkholder. The stu- 
dents who come here from other 
states bring more than $30,000 a 
year into this area. The total 
yearly flow of money through the 
institution is $90,000 and all of 
this is spent within this district 
except that which goes for pur- 
chase of text books. 

“Upland college has attracted 
hundreds of families and youth 
to the community, rsulting in per- 
manent residences being estab- 
lished,” says the letter from the 
committee fer local solicitation. 
“Thus the institution is making a 
definite impact upon the general 
prosperity of this community and 
as the college grows, greater will 
be her contribution.” 

“Upland college receives its in- 
come from three major sources— 
tuition, gifts and endowments. If 
tuiticn were to pay all costs, only 
a limited few could attend as costs 
would be extremely high; hence 
the supporting constituency and 
general public, who belive in mak- 
ing Christian education available 
to large numbers, share by their 
gifts.”

in the first issue has remained 
the doctrine of the newspapers 
of California down through the 
years.
